2. Claims 1-24 are presented for examination. 

3. This application is a 371 of PCT/JP04/13929 filed on 09/24/2004. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-24 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to specifically teach that the power source feeding terminals are long enough to keep 
touching corresponding terminals of the host equipment for, at least, a predetermined time-period 
since separation of the extraction detecting terminal from a corresponding terminal of the host 
equipment; the power source feeding terminals are formed to be longer in an extraction direction 
than the extraction detecting terminal. These limitations in conjunction with other limitations in 
the claimed invention were not shown by the prior art of record.
